M’DONOUGH COUNTY ASKS PALMER TO PAY 


Out $2,600 on a Suit It Could Have Suc- 
cessfully Defended. 

' Macoms, III., March 15. —[Special. ]—It 
‘looks as if McDonough County would receive 
the major part of John M. Palmer’s first 
year’s salary as United States Senator. 

In 1888 Sarah May brought suit in the 
United States Circuit Court at Peoria against 
McDonough County for infringement of a 
jail lock patent. The Board of Supervisors 
employed Senator Palmer to conduct the 
suit, paymg him.$100, He gave a receipt for 
the money and in it agreed to try the case and 
put it in shape for a writ of error to the Su- 
preme Court in case the county was defeated. 

The Senator never appeared in the case. He 
seht his son instead. The case was tried and 
judgnfent rendered against the county for 
over $2,000. Neither Senator Palmer nor his 
son prayed an appeal or made any exception 
to the rulings of the Judge, but permitted the 
court to adjourn without placing the case in 
shape so that it could be taken to a higher 
court. The Democratic Chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors reported to the board 
that the Senator had taken the case to the 
Supreme Court. 

Matters remained in this condition until the 
time of appeal on writ ot error expired. At- 
torneys for Mrs. May informed the Board of 
Supervisors of the condition of the case, when 
a committee of the board went to Senator 
Palmer at Springfield during the time he was 
making the canvass for Unité States Sevator 
and informed him of the situation. He told 
the committee that he would look into the 
matter and if the county lost anything through 
his negligence he would reimburse it. 

The county was compelled to pay the judg- 
ment. Palmer has failed to reimburse the 
county what it has been compelled to pay on 
account of his negligence. The Democratic 
Board of Supervisors of McDonough County 
has heretofore always voted down ary resolu- 
tion instructing the State’s-Attorney to bring 
suit against Palmer for the money lost by the 
county through his neglect to attend to the busi- 
ness for which he was paid. But at the last meet- 
ung of the Board of Supervisors public press- 
ure was so strong that it ordered suit com- 
menced. 

Had Palmer kept his agreement and taken 
the case’ to the Supreme Court, the county 
would have beén successful, the court having 
recently held the same patent void in two 
eases from Wisconsin, The expense to the 
county by loss of the case aggregates about 


600. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., March 15.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Palmer, upon being questioned this 
evening regarding a suit brought against him 
by McDonough County to recover $2,600, re- 
plied that it was a matter in which his son 
was interested, having represented the firm of 
Palmer & Son. 

„As near as J can recall the eircumstance, 
continued the Senator, the case arose out of 
a patent controversy regarding an invention 
for jail locks. My son told me something 
about our firm being retained in the case, but 
I turned the whole matter over to him. 

„Of course if a judgment should be given 
against us I would be bound to pay iny share 
of indebtedness, although not a party to the 
alleged default in not putting in an appear- 
ance.”

On the petition we 
found such names as these: E. B. Smith, who 
is 4 strong Prohibitionist and. who is besides 
outside the district; S. F. Bouton, Thomas A. 
Banning, and Leslie Lewis. While we were 
pursuing an investigation you may imagine 
the surprise occasioned when my confrére, 
Mr. Button, found his own name as 
one of the signers. That was 
the nature of a joke to me 
a rather series one, to be sure, but atill a joke. 
But the laugh turned when another roll of the 
paper disclosed my own name as one of those 
favoring the invasion of Hyde Park by 
saloons. I think it hardly necessary to assure 
you that my own name as well as those others 
{ have named are forgeries or have een se- 
cured by fraud. 

Of the men whose names we found in a 
hurried examination of the document we have 
since found half a dozen who indignantly 
deny having seen the petition, We found one 
man who had signed a petition the heading of 
which set forth that the undersigned were op- 
pased to the proposed plan of bringing tne 
matter before the people at an election, and 
yet his name appears as a signer to the pet 
tion.

And while it is claimed by the — that 
the final division into*wards has not been 
sottied, still reports are out concerning ward 
boundaries that will probably not be changed 
much, 

The State laws concerning thé organization 
of cities tixes the number of waras for cities 
of from 10,000 to 30,000 inhabitants at seven, 
with two Aldermen from each ward. The 
newly-annexed district of South Evanston. is 
to be divided into two wards; with the railroad 
tracks between the two. It is desired by 
the authorities to break up. the old division 
lines along the north boundary, and in order 
to accomplish this a small portion of Evans- 
ton lying along the old boundary will be in- 
cluded in the South Evanston’ wards. North 
Evanston, lying off by itself, will inevitably 
form a northwest ward. 

A ward will be formed with the village of- 
fice as its center, and another just to the north 
with the university as a center. In 
both of these named the university 
sentiment largely predominates, and 
in all probability will furnish four Aldermen 
to look after university interests. Between 
the sections already mentioned and the South 
Evanston wards is a long stripextending from 
the lake west to the prairie. ‘This will furnish 
two central wards, and from the location of 
the land the railroad tracks will probably be 
the division line, one lying to the east and 
one to the west of the railroad. This com- 
pletes the seven wards. 

There are any number of candidates for the 
places of Aldermen, and some of these are in 
the Village Board. Of course, a different ar- 
rangement of wards is necessary for every 
prospective candidate in order that he may 
have just the contingent around him that will 


give the best support. Thus it mdy be that 


warm times are the order of the day in the 
star-c-hamber sessions at which the future 
ward boundaries are being planned, And 
thus it may be that day after day wears by 
without definite results to be announced to 
the anxious villagers.

; He Foucht a Former Duel. 

The Marquis fought a former duel with M. 
Camille Dreyfus in the outskirts of the little 
Town of Comines,in Belgium, just beyond 
the French frontier, Feb. 2, 1890. It was 
occasioned by an article written by Dreyfus 
in La Nation in which the well-known polit- 
ical writer said a number of things about the 
Marquis which the latter considered insulting. 
He said that the Marquis’ father was a banker, 
his mother a Jewess, and applied to the Mar. 
quis an insulting term. 

The conditions were that three shots were 
to be fired if necessary. The party took a run 
across the Belgian frontier. Pistols, fur- 
nishead by the Marquis, were tested, re- 
loaded, and approved. The word was 
given and both fired. The Marquis 
was uninjured, while his own bullet spea to- 
ward Dreyfus’ breast. The latter’s arm had 
fallen and received the bullet, else it might 
have penetrated the spot aimed at. The doc- 
tors said but for the intervening arm the 
worst might have happened. During the 
evening the bullet was extracted from Drey- 
fus’ arm. 

His Experience in the Bad Lands. 

About ten years ago the Marquis went to 
America, where his experience made him 
well known. Being impressed with the 
chivalry of wild Western life he went to North 
Dakota, and Montana, where he associated 
with the cowboys and threw the lariat with a 
skill equal to their own. He would ride his 
bronco” over the plains and indulge in the 
wild orte of the frontier with all 


tna} Neger ot one who was born and reared | 
beyond the pale of civilization, The cow- I 


boys learned to fear him, yet admired his 
dash and spirit, for he would never suffer a 
wrong to go unredressed. 

Possessing means, he conceived the idea of 
eatablishing a gigantic packing-house on the 
frontier. He declared it was cheaper to ship 
dressed beet to Chicago and the East than the 
stock on hoof to be slaughtered there. He 
accordingly erected a complete system of 
slaughter and packing houses in the little 
Town of Medora, in the Bad Lands 
of North Dakota, just eastof the grazing 
lands of Montana. He also erected a large 
house after the style of a feudal 
castle. After making the experiment 
it was found to be unsuccessful and he closed 
the place, returning to the East, thence to 
France. His castle and packing houses 
still stand in the deserted Town 
of Medora, silent monuments 
of his foily to tourists who cross the continent 
and gaze upon them as they are pointed out 
through the windows of the Pacific * 
on the Northern Pacific. 


IT WAS THE FIRST BOAT TO CROSS. 


The City of Marquette Keached the Chicago 
Harbor Yesterday. 

Lake navigation isopen. The steamer City 
of Marquette arrived yesterday morning, hav- 
ing made the first trip across.the lake this 
season, and there was nothing pleasant about 
the voyage either. 

There was ice. on Capt. Edward Stine’s 
whiskers as he piloted the stanch little vessel 
to the Graham & Morton Transportation 
company’s dock, near the Rush street bridge, 
at 10 o’clock. There was more ice on the 
masts and rigging, ice was the principal feat- 
ure in the make-up of the crew, and the thirty 
passengers who braved the first trip of the 
season across the lake were a most weather- 
beaten set. 

The arrival of the first lake steamer is wel- 
comed with joy by the giver-men, and by 
afternoon yesterday things along the river 
began to assume a lively aspect and prepara- 
tions commenced for the vessels to leave their 
winter quarters. The City of Marquette left 
St. Joseph at 1 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and nine hours later it was steaming up the 
Chicago River. Much ice was encountered 
on the trip, and those of the passengers who 
had never crossed the lake at this season of 
the year did not know whether they were 
going to reach Chicago or not by the time 
they had been three hours out. 

Part of the machinery was disabled, al- 
though the vessel had a hard time to pull 
through. It was nearly an hour before the 
ice was cleared. The passengers could not 
sleep, and many felt sorry they had started. 
The crew hada tough time of it, the wind 
being high and exceedingly cold. Small fields 
of ice were encountered at intervals, but in 
most cases the pilot succeeded in steering 
clear of them. 

At 5 o’clock another large’ field 0 we eS 
encountered, and it was necessary put on 
full steam to get The ice piled up 
against the sides of the vessel, but it was so 
thoroughly broken that the pieces were not 
large enough to do any damage. 

The City of Marquette left for St. Joseph at 
11 o’clock last night with passengers and 
freight.

Central Police Station Officers Do a Clever

One hundred and one keepérs and inmates 
of gambling-houses journeyed to the Harri- 
son Street Police Station in patrol wagons last 
night.

Clerical-lookmg men 
with shiny silk hats and stylish 
clothing, natty young clerks, wearing good 
clothes and an air of injured innocence; old- 
time sports and seedy roués were made to 
stand in line, march up to the desk une by 
one, and give their names to the Sergeant. 
Then they were all hustled down-stairs and 
locked up behind the strong bars.

Brutal Attack Made by a Highwayman on Sol 
a Much Frequented Thoroughfare Early — 
in the Evening—Seriously Injured by a 
Thief Who Secures $12 — The, Court- 
M-rtial Refuses to Let Hardenbrook 
Relate His Talk with Col. Judd—An 
Adjournment Taken to Saturday, 


Within sight and hearing of hundreds of 
persons Mrs. H. B. Tuttle was sandbagged 
and robbed of $12 Monday evening. She had 
left her home at No. 516 North avenue shortly 
after 7 o’clock with her husband to visit her 
mother, Mrs. Edward Halisman, who fives at 
No, 776 Sedgwick street. They took a Clark 
street car, and at Ogden front Mr. 
Tuttle left ber to attend a meet- 
ing of the Lincoln Cycling club. 
Mrs. Tuttle left the car at Grant place. The 
place is usually thronged with people and 
brilliantly lighted. It was but a few steps to 
her mother’s home, but as Mrs. Tuttle crossed 
the intervening space she received a blow, and 
fell stunned. Reviving somewhat she strug- 
gled to her mother’s home and fell uncon- 


scious, 

Drs. Goldsmith and Kraye wore called and 
dressed the wounds, which were serious, 
and Mr. Tuttle was sent for, A carriage 
was called and the injured woman con- 
veyed to her home. The ice were 
notified, and officers were immediately 
detailed to run gon the assailant. 
Mrs. Tuttle had a severe svalp wound on the 
left side of her Lead. She wore a heavy felt hat 
witha large buckle at the time and the 4as- 
sailant’s weapon evidently struek the buckle, 
as it was nicked and bent. 

Mrs. Tuttle was seen at her home last night 
and, though suffering intense pain, she talked 
freely. There were three men in the car,“ 
she said, *‘ and one of them was watching me 
closely. He was a fine-looking man, abvut 
five feet eight inches in height, weighing about 
150 pounds. He was well dre and wore a 
black mustache. I had a pocketbook in my 
hand containing $12 in money and several keys. 
At Webster avenue the young man jumped off 
the car. At Grant place there is a wide street 
crossing and I was carried by the corner. I 
crossed the street, then I felt a shock, and the 
next thing I remember I was in my mother’s 
house. If I had not carried that pocketbook 
in my hand I suppose I would not have been 
molested. I know I must have struggled with 
my assailant, as one of my overshoes is miss- 
ing and my clothing was covered with dirt 
when I staggered into my mother’s house,

The opinions of Corporation Counsels are 
nearly always statements in legal form of the 
wishes of the Mayors who appointed them. 
Whenever there is any doubt about a question 
the side which the superior officer favors gets 
the bestof it. Had Mayor Washburne wished 
a legal justification of a veto of the Power 
Supply ordinance the Corporation Counsel 
would have provided him with as good an 
argument against its legality as he has handed 
in to the Council in support of its legality. No 
fault can be found with the Corporation 
Counsel. He has followed the custom of simi- 
lar officers in this and other cities. 

Yet even he does not go as far as to assert 
that the question is settled beyond dispute. 
He thinks that under the rule laid down by 
the Supreme Court in a case cited the Council 
can largely, not absolutely and entirely” grant 
the use of the streets to whomsoever it pleases, 
Other lawyers with the same Supreme Court 
decision before them think differently. The 
point can be said therefore to be still an 
open one, and whoever began legal proceed- 
ings to prevent the company tearing up the 
streets would have a good chance of winning 
his suit. For when Supreme Courts see that 
rules laid down by them in a case dealing with 
one set of facts are bemg construed in such a 
way as to lead to the plundering of municipal- 
ities and the sale of the rights of the. people, 
they modify and narrow these rules. It is 
worth while to make the fight. Forno one 
need imagine that the sale of the streets has 
come toanend. The next Council will sell 
an ordinance containmg a grant of special 
privileges to some gang of speculators and the 
succeeding Council will try its hand at the 
same profitable business. 

The Corporat:on Counsel stated with some 
hesitancy that he believed the ordinance was 
revocable, because a grant of special privi- 
leges, the question of tte reasonableness of the 
repeal being subject to judicial determina- 
tion. There is noquestion that a repeal at 
this time, before the company has spent any 
money, would be upheld by the courts. The 
Council, however, declined to take advantage 
of the opportunity. A repealing ordinance 
was put on file by a vote of 40 to 22. If the 
people take any interest in the matter they 
will see to it that every one of the forty who 
is a candidate for reélection this year is de- 
feated. If they take no interest, or if they 
prefer to be represented by men who vote fof

A NEW “L” ROAD ASKS FORA RIGHT OF 
WwW 


AY. 

The ordinance introduced at the last meet- 
ing of the Council for the benefit of the 
Metropolitan Elevated road proves the wisdom 
of the provision made by the Legislature in 
1883 that the Council should not grant the 
right of way along any street or alley to an 
elevated road unless the owners of more than 
half the frontage of each separate mile or 
part of a mile gave their consent. But for 
that wholesome restriction the Council would 
have sold to speculative individuals the right 
to build roads on nearly every street in the 
city, and that, too, long before there was any 
pressing need of them. 

But for that law the South Side elevated 
road now nearing completion would have 
been built in the middle of State street in- 
stead of where it is. But for that law the 
Metropohtan Elevated, instead of proposing 
to buy the ground on which it intends to build, 
would have asked for the right of way on 
some West Side street or streets. The wisdom 
of “ making haste slowly” and of hedging 
the Council around with restrictions concern- 
ing the disposition of the streets is signally 
illustrated in this case. 

If the Metropolitan gets its ordinance it 
will Suild a road from Fifth avenue, near 
Jackson, due west to the city limits. It will 
also construct three branches, the most im- 
portant of which will parallel Milwaukee ave- 
nue northwestward from a point near Ashland 
avenue. Thus rapid transit will be furnished 
to alarge percentage of the residents of the 
West Side. With the increased facilities 
which the West Side Street-Railway company 
soon will afford the peoplein that division 
ought to consider themselves pretty well off. 

There is one point, however, which ought 
to be settled before this Metropolitan road is 
allowed to build, and that is whether the 
steam railways are to be forced to elevate 
their tracks, at least in that broad district 
which the former proposes to traverse. 
Should it build west to the city hmits it will 
cross three sets of tracks. Should it build 
northwestward it will cross the Kinzie street 
ones. Should it run as far southwest as 
Twentieth, as it proposes, it will cross the 
Burlington and the Wisconsin Central. It is

| | THE RAILROAD PROBLEM. 

The communication by Traffic Commissioner 
Blanchard, published on another page of this 
issue, is a full and candid exposition of the 
principal difficulties the railroads of the 
United States have encountered in their con- 
duet ot business under the Inter-State law. 
In zubstance the writer concedes all the 
material portions of the charges of inequality 
that were voiced in the seventy-three inter- 
views, abstracts of which were published in 
Tae Trisune of March 7, but it is hardly to 
be wondered at that he finds excuses for some 
of them and considers others to have been un- 
avoidable. He admits that great abuses 
existed previous to the passage of the law, 
much greater than those of the last four years, 
and that it must stand. In regard to the 
charges that the railroads evade and disre- 
gard the law, and that some of the officials 
have driven.a caach and four through the act, 
he says that offenses are committed at the 
solicitation of the shipper. No railway al- 
lows rebates except under importunities or 
threats to divert business. The commercial 
organizations do not aid the railroad officials. 
The Chicago Board of Trade takes no steps to 
protect those of its members who do not re- 
ceive preferential rates or the roads that re- 
sist them. On the contrary, its members be- 
stow their tonnage and applause upon the 
lines which violate their own agreements, 

Mr. Blanchard agrees with Tun Trisune 
that railroad trans; or ation is not a com- 
modity to be bought lixe dry goods, and that 
to allow railroad officials and forwarders to 
favor big shippers at the expense of the little 
ones would result in great evils, including 
preferences forbidden by justice. He says 
that 80 far as the law combats tr reverse or 


cure this injastice it should be sustained and 


strengthened, and if it has fallen short of that 
just intent it should not for that reason be re- 
pealed. The law has been of great value to 
both the railroads and the people, and if prop- 
erly amended will more fully educate each to 
the rights and duties of the other. It has 
lessened favoritisms and rebates. The large 
refunds long since paid live stock and oil 
eveners would be impossible under it, and its 
long and short haul clause has cured most of 
the ‘disparities between through and local 
rates which were the chief grounds for the 
law. It has restrained railway as well as 
public unreason. Most of its édicts have 
been complied with. There have been fewer 
issues between carriers and people since its 
operation than at any time since the granger 
excitement and legislation of 1870 and 1873 be- 
gan.“ This, and much more, is strong and 
unbiased testimony in favor of the law, and 
forms a cogent argument against its repeal. 
The dispassionate reader will also agree with 
him that the commission has done as well as 
could have been expected of it, the under- 
taking being a gigantic one which “no five 
men could accomplish successfully against the 
defects of the law. Of course there is room 
for difference of opinion both with regard to 
proposed changes in the act and the granting 
of extended powers to the commission. 

After discussing the alleged violations of the 
law and its supposed defects the writer takes 
sensible ground against any amendment 
which would allow discrimination in favor of 
big shippers or remote places, and then pro- 
poses pooling as the best, if not the only, 
remedy-for abuses admitted toexist. This is 
the railroad man’s panacea, though the very 
thing the law was intended to prevent. It was 
justly aimed against the pooling plan, since 
that was the one sin which ineluded all the 
rest in the days when the railroads were per- 
mitted to regulate the commerce of the coun- 
try according to their own sweet will. The 
proposal that it is the duty of the Inter-State 
Commission to now represent frankly to Con- 
gress whether or not in its judgment pooling 
will remedy the major defects of the law’’ is 
a fair one on its face, but it is not likely that 
such a report would be made in the affirma- 
tive, or that if so made it would be confirmed 
by the judgment or votes of the people. The 
latter have suffered too much and too recently 
from an outrageous application of the pool- 
ing plan to be willing to submit to it soon, 
even in its mildest possible form. If success- 
fully proposed at all it will have to be to an- 
other generation, which has not the deep- 
seated memory of intense wrong suffered 
under it to cause the very name of pool“ 
to be a stench in its nostrils.

It 
has more than kept its contract, and for that 
very reason Congress should not hesitate to 
grant the assistance which is asked for, not 
on account of Chicago but on account of the 
whole country, which desires that this Ex posi- 
tion shall be the grandest the world has ever 
seen, as it will be, with the Nation’s help. 


WHAT 600,000 CUBIC FEET WOULD COST. 

The Drainage Trustees may today adopt 
specitications for a rock cut with a capacity of 
600,000 cubic feet of water per minute. Their 
pretext for domg so will be that the law re- 
quires them to send that much lake water 
down their channel every minute. Laws 
which require impossibilities are null. It is 
admitted that not more than half the above- 
named quantity can be supplied through the 
Chicago River except at an expense not 
allowed by the law. The only plan for · ob- 
taining the remaining 300,000 cubic feet is that 
suggested last year by Mr. Williamsy now 
Chief Engineer. 

His scheme is to eut a ship-canal 200 feet 
wide from Cheltenham Beach, across Hyde 
Park ard Lake, to connect with the main 
ditch somewhere on the line of the canal. The 
shortest possible distance would be eleven 
miles, or 58,080 feet, to Corwith. If the ditch 
ran to Summit the distance would be about 
fourteen miles. While the width of the canal 
at the surface would be 200 feet it is proposed 
that the right of way shall be about 800 feet, 
so that the Sanitary District may build docks 
and wharves. 

What would the cost be? If the right of way 
were but 600 feet the land traversed would, in 
the hands of its present owners, be so subdi- 
vided as to give two streets. A 700-foot strip 
would give three sixty-foot streets. - One of 
800 would give three streets sixty-six to eighty 
feet wide. In the first case there would be 
four fronts, in the second and third six 
fronts. Estimating the value of the land to 
be taken at the low rate of $100 per front foot 
it would cost $5,800,000 to condemn the land 
on each front and $11,600,000 on each street. 
A 600-foot strip with two streets would cost 
$23,200,000 for land alone and an 800-foot 
strip would cost over thirty-four millions. 
There would be in addition to this the railroad 
damages, the cost of. the scores of long and 
wide bridges turned by steam whic: would 
have to be built and maintained at railway 
and street crossings, and finally the construc- 
tion of the ditch itself, which would cost, with 
the docking .and piling, from seven to ten 
million dollars. Much of the material would 
be utterly unfit for brickmaking and would 
have to be carted away and spread over low 
land at a cost of millions more. 

It is proposed that this Williams canal 
shall run diagotlly. In that case the land 
damages would be heavier than if it followed 
a direct east and west course. Fur, in addi- 
tion to taking the equivalent of two or three 
tiers of blocks, it would damage greatly two 
more ranges by clipping off their corners. 
Assuming eight blocks to the mile, about 190 
whole blocks with their buildings and other 
improvements would have to be taken and a 
hundred or more other blocks would be cut off 
at the corners and damaged. It is not in- 
tended that the ground for the canal shall be 
secured at once. But the value of land in 
Hyde Park and Lake 1s rising steadily, and if 
condemnation proceedings should be post- 
poned for eight years the right of way would 
cost nearly twice what it would now. 

The cost of the Williams scheme is, there- 
fore, prohibitory. As a sanitary measure it 
is wild and absurd. It is clear that under no 
circumstances could it be carried out under 
the present law. A new statute would have 
to be drafted and submitted to the people, 
who would take great pleasure in rejecting it, 
twenty to one. 

So the Williams plan being an im- 
possible one the question recurs: How 
are the 600,000 cubic feet of water to 
be had to fill the Cooley channel? 
Since they cannot be had under the law the 
absurdity of contracting for the excavation of 
adouble capacity rock channel is too ap- 
parent to need argument—with sensible men. 
How are the Trustees going to get 600,000. cubic 
feet of water? Andas they cannot get it, why 
cut a channel for it? 

What the Trustees ought to do, when the 
time comes for them to begin work on the rock, 
is to ask for bids for a channel of a depth not 
exceeding fourteen feet, a width of 120 feet, 
and a slope sufficient to permit of the dis- 
charge of 300,000 cubic feet per minute. If 
the cut was made on that basis the Trustees 
would not strike rock until they had reached 
a point from two and a half to three miles 
south of where they would if they attempted 
to make a channel the depth of the water in 
which was eighteen feet. This sinaller chan- 
nel would cost only about 40 per cent of the 
Cooley one. The latter will average fullya 
million and a quarter cubic yards of rock per 
mile while the other will not exceed half a 
million. Cooley’s thirteen-mile rock cafion 
will involve the removal of sixteen million 
cubic yards of material. The other, neces- 
sitating 0 rock exeavation for ten miles 
only, would require the removal of but five 
million cubic yards of limestone. The saving 
by the rejection of the impracticable, illegal 
Cooley scheme would be at least ten million 
dollars. Do the taxpayers wish that sum to 
be taken from them to serve no good pur- 
pose? 


M’MILLAN ON FREE COINAGE. 

In the North American Review Senator Me- 
Millan names the free coinage question as one 
of the issues of the next Presidential cam- 
paign. He says “ the maintenance of the free 
coinage of both gold and silver at some fixed 
ratio is the only solution which could take the 
currency question out of politics.“ But he 
admits that the difficulties at present in 
way of an effective restoration of silver (on 
the old basis) to its former uses are such as to 
make the free coinage of that metal by the 
United States alone disastrous to the very 
people who are its most ardent advocates. 
He may be asked if it ever occurred to him to 
inquire if honest action in the matter by the 
United States Government would not be the 
simplest and the best solution of thedifficulty? 
Why should it not redeem its silver certificates 
in their commercial bullion value in terms 
of gold, on the same basis as it now issues 
those certificates in exchange for silver at its 
be more simple or more fair to att | 
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imate profit by rakme in” the difference 
between the value of each ounce of 
and that of some twenty years ago? 

If this honest policy were adopted the two 
kinds of certificates, gold and silver, would al- 
ways circulate at parity. The silver certificate 
would always have the same purchasing power 
as the gold certificate. We could have a free 
use of silver and a free issue of silver certiti- 
Cates to all who had silver bullion with which 
to buy them. They would be a legal tender, 


like the greenbatks, and the government 


would always have the metal wherewith to re- 
deem them at the value reckoned in gold. 
Nobody need then have any fear in regard to 
an increase in the vulume of coinage of either 
metal, and that of both would be practically 
free, since any holder of either kind of bullion 
would experience no difficulty in selling it for 
its full value as determined by the consensus 
of, opinion of the commercial world. The 
people could have all the specie turned into 
coin, except so much of it as might be taken 
for use in the arts, and with no threat of de- 
preciation in values hanging like the sword of 
Damocles over their heads ready to fall and cut 
them off from the present established money 
parity with other nations, 

The question is submitted to Senator Mc- 
Millan if this plan would not be a complete 
solution of the vexed problem in the easiest 
and readiest manner possible. Probably if 
he would give it a few minutes’ calm consid- 
eration he would conclude that it ig not only 
the best but the only practicable means of es- 
cape from the present dilemma without sacri- 
ficing the honor of the Nation as a whole and 
plunging the people into a financial crisis the 
effects of which must be more terrible and 
disastrous than any that have been falsely 
pictured as due to legislation in the past. He 
might then understand that we could afford 
to calmly wait on such a basis for the differ- ; 
ent nations of Europe to propose some other 
method by international agreement) for solv- 
ing the difficulty as it presents itself to them. 
The trouble would be for them to accommo- 
date themselves to the situation, while we 
could witness the struggle with unruffled mien 
and rejoice in our ability to honor all our ob- 
ligations, foreign and domestic, without a 
thought of the partial repudiation that is now 
being pleaded for by the free-silver coinage 
soreheads. The Senator says: “It is now 
the study of financiers both in this country 


.and in Europe to mamtain large reserves. 


Under the proposed policy they could then be 
maintained in this country without difficulty, 
béing equally welcome in silver a$ in gold. 
We should not need to provide against the 
“currency contraction he seems to fear so 
much. We could smilingly remark with Ham- 
let, Loet the galled jade wince. Our withers 
are unwrung.”’

Sequestration of King George’s Property 
Immediately to Be Removed. 

Byntax, March 15.—The Guelph Fund bill 
was introduced an the Lower House of the 
Prussian Diet this afternoon.

Ernest 
Augustus had all the notions of royal prerogative 
which so swell tue heart of the present Emperor 
of Germany, and he avoided revolution of his peo- 
nie coly 6 by yielding at the last moment to their 


Ernest Augustus was succeeded by his blind son 
George V. Personally King George was of an 
amiable disposition, but he held his father’s ex- 
travagant conceptions of royal rights. Continual 
struggles between the Liberal and Conservative 
elements in the kingdom took place. At first the 
King seemed to have the best of it. But in 1862 
when an attempt was made to impose upon the 
schools the nso of 4 catcehism of the 17th century 
the popular feeling was so decisively expressed 
that ing was compelled to dismiss his 
Ministers. Ihe new Cabinet which was rather 
less extravagant in its royal devotion included 
Herr Windthorst. who for a short time had a seat 
in the government that resigned in 1853, and whose 
recent death was such a severe blow to the Ultra- 
montane party in the Reichstag, the leader of 
which party he was. King George, however, could 
not suffer so slight a modification of his absolutism 
and n intrusted a faithful partisan of his with 
the task of forming a Cabinet more obedient and 
submissive to the King. 

Meanwhile dangers had arisen in Germany com- 
pared with which the internal troubles of Hano- 
ver were of little account. Herr von Bismarck, 
who now controlled Prussian policy, was devising 
methods for the realization of his vast schemes. 
The 15th of dune, 1866, an ultimatum was 
addressed by Prussia to Hanover, requiring 
the latter country to maintain ar neu- 
trality and to accept the scheme for re- 
form of the confederation which the Prussian 
Plenipotentiary had submitted to the Diet 
befure retiring from it. As Hanover rejected 
these demands Prussian troo at once crossed 
the (frontier, and the 17th of June they were in 
possession of the capital. The 27th a battle was 
fought at Langensalza, in which the Hanover- 
ians were victorious; but they could make no use 
of their victory and were soon obliged to capitu- 
late. At the conclusion of the war * the treaty 
of Prague Hanover, with Hesse, Nassau, and 
Frankfort, was annexed to Prussia. King George 
addressed from Hietzing, near Vienna, a protest 
to the European Cabinets which was disregarded, 
and the 3d of October, 1566, his dominions were 
formally taken into possession, and the popula- 
tion subjected the following year to the Prussian 
Constitution. 

The mass of the people, whether at first willing 
to be annexed or not, have now submitted to the 
inevitable. and are becoming loyal subjects of the 
Prussian King. 

In 1868 the so-called Guelph Fand”—the pri- 
vate property of the King of Hanover—was se- 
questrated by Prussia, and has subsequently been 
managed by a commission. Prince Bismarck's 
enemies are wont to affirm that the money drawn 
by him from this fund (called by them the “ Rep- 
tile Fund”) for the secret service was used large- 
ly for the gree of bribing newspapers to the 
— 2 of the governmental policy. Recently, in 
calling for a special appropriation for the secret 
service of the empire, Chancellor Cavrivi an- 
nounced that after April the Guelph Fund would 
no longer be drawn upon bythe government, a 
statement which was received with cheers. } 


FAILURE OF A RUSSIAN BANKER. = 


House of J. E. Guenzburg Suspends, 
with Liabilities of Over $3,000,000, 

Sr. Pererssure, March 15.—The liabilities 
of J. E. Guenzburg, the Jewish banker, whose 
suspension was announced today, amount to 
6,000,000 rubies. A majority of the crediters 
are in London and Paris. The failure is attrib- 
uted partly to government animosity, which has 
hampered the financial business of the house. 
Since M. Guenzburg, as the leadmg Jewish 
banker in Russia, aroused the Czar’s wrath by 
trying to buy the influence of the Minister of 
the Interior, with a view to bringing about an 
abatement in the persecutions of the Jews, his 
affairs have gone badly. His intimate rela- 
tions with German Jew bankers have lately 
been a source of weakness, as finances in St. 
Petersburg are now allied with those of Paris. 
It is expected that the creditors of M. Guenz- 
burg will ultimately be paid in full. 

Effect on Other European Markets. 

Paris, March 15.— The bourse was unset- 
tled today in consequence of the failure of M. 
Guenzburg, the St. Petersburg banker, and 
the market closed depressed. Foreign gov- 
ernment securities dropped 1½ to 154 per 
cent. 

Buntraux, March 15.—The boerse was affected 
by the announcemert of the Guenzburg 
failure and Russian and Italian securities de- 
clined % per cent. 

Berlin firms suffer by the Guenzburg fail- 
ure to the extent of nearly one million marks 
(about $250,000).

Lonpox, March 15.—The correspondent 
whose articles on the political condition of the 
electorate throughout the kingdom brought 
out the Times’ declaration that the Unionists 
are to be congratulated on the prospect 
of a victory, “which, however, will 
come only as a reward for earnest 
vork and a hard-fought battle,“ declares 
that if the general electioh was held immedi- 
ately the Conservatives would have 254 seats, 
the Unionists 42, the Gladstonians 200, and the 
Irish 82, leaving 92 doubtful.

SHOT THREE MEN AND THEN HIMSELF 


An Insane Clerk’s Attempt on the Lives of 
His Employers and Fellow-Workmen. 
Trrrix, O., March 15.—Walter Snyder shot 

Ed Naylor, Burt Crobaugh, and Thomas 
Downey and killed himself. Snyder is about 
45 years old, unmarried, and one of the most 
popular men in the city. He attempted the 
life of Edward T. Naylor and Burton W. 
Crobaugh, both members of the firm by 
which he was employed, and also that of 
Thomas W. Downey, a fellow-clerk. That 
the man was insane does not admit of a 
shadow of adoubt. For nearly 50 years the 
hardware establishment of John M. Naylor 
has been one of the city’s leading business 
establishments and Snyder, Crobaugh, and 
Edward T. Naylor, the latter the half-brother 
of the proprietor, have been employed as 
clerks for many years. Last week it was an- 
nounced that a change had been made in the 
firm by the admission of Crobaugh and young 
Naylor, and some comment was made at the 
time that Snyder was not in the deal. It has 
since been learned that Snyder, though worth 
perhaps $20,000, had his money so tied up in 
real estate that he could not take an interest 
in the business. ' : 

This seemed to have been perfectly satis- 
factory to him at the time, but it so preyed 
upon his mind that he became insane. He 
entered the store as usual this morning ard 
found the others already there. He madea 
pre‘ense of desiring Crobaugh and Taylor to 
examine the contents of a box which be had 
just received by express, and when they were 
at his side he shot them both and then turned 
the revolver on Downey, who had entered to 
save the lives of the others. Crobaugh’s 
wound is of a fleshy nature and it is thought 
that he will recover. Downey stopped three 
bullets, one in his arm, one in his side, and 
the third in the back. His recovery is not 
considered probable. Naylor was also prob- 
ably fataily burt. 

Allthe men engaged in the tragedy stand 
high in the community and business in the 
city is practically suspended, while hundreds 
of citizens throng the street in front of the 
store where the bloody work was done. Snyder 
was a member of the Forty-ninth Regiment 
durmg the late war and Naylor was with the 
Eighth Ohio. All save Snyder are married and 
have famiiies. 

Snyder had suffered from the grip, but had 
partially recovered and was still ill from its 
effects. In addition to disappomtment in not 
being able to take a partnership in the firm, 
an aunt, Mrs. Eva Weeks, of whom he was 
the sole heir, and to whose property he 
— personal attention, married without 

nowledge. . She is 66 years old and her hus- 
band, Frederick Zimmerman, is 73. This 
marriage practically robbed Snyder of an 
estate valued at $30,000. He expressed his 
disappointment regarding this matter to sev- 
eral friends. It is now learned that he took 
several drinks of whisky prior to the shooting 
of Naylor and Crobaugh. A line of blue 
around his neck is supposed to have been 
made by an attempt to commit suicide dur- 
ing the night. 


WAS TORN TO PIECES BY WILD ANIMALS, 


During a Menagerie Performance a Tamer 
Overpowered in One of the Cages. 

Loxpox, March 15.—A frightful affair oc- 
curred today in the town of Heddesford, 
Staffordshire, during a performance of 
Womble’s menagerie. The tent was filled 
with a large crowd of persons from the town 
and adjoining villages. In the course of the 
performance Delhi Montano, a negro armed 
only with a small rawhide, entered a strongly 
barred structure containing three immense 
bears and a wicked-looking hyena, 
which growled and showed its fangs 
as its paced restlessly up and down 
the narrow confines of its prison. 
The attendants of the menagerie had at once 
made efforts to rescue Montano when 
shouts of the terrified spectators warned them 
of the terrible ition in which their com- 
rade was pl but in spite of all the at- 
tacks they made on the enraged animals they 
were unable to get the man’s body from the 
cage for a quarter of an hour. 

hen the brutes were finally beaten off and 

Montano was dragged from the cage he was 
found to be just alive. He was torn and 
bruised from head to foot and covered with 
blood which flowed§from his many wounds, 
He was tenderly conveyed to a hotel near by, 
and medical assistance was immediately sum- 
moned, but, notwithstanding that everything 
possible was done to relieve intense suffer- 
ings, he gradually sank and after 
great agony for an hour death finally put an 
end to his misery. There was intense excite- 
ment among the witnesses of the affair.

United States and Italy. Some time ago the 

State Department was wuofficially informed 

that a Minister would be sent to replace Baron 

Fava, and that the Baron’s successor would 

probably be Count Catalini, who now repre- 

sents the Italian Government in Denmark. 

The official statement was delayed. But at to- 

day’s Cabinet meeting the President made the 

formal announcement that diplomatic rela- 
tions were to be resumed, just as though the

vacation. For a year past there 
has been no Minister from the United States 
in Rome. Now itis stated the new Italian 
Minister will arrive in a month, and Minister 
Porter will go back to Italy. It is understood 
that arrangements have been made for paying 
the families of two of ‘he Sicilians, who were 
proved to be subjects of King Humbert, a 
small indemnity out of the funds of the State 
Department. In doing this the United States 
acknowledges no responsibility, but puts it 
on the ground of benevolence and interna- 
tional comity. The suits recently begun by 
families of the New Orleans victims for dam- 
ages against the municipal authorities of that 
city have no bearing on the diplomatic ar- 
rangements. 


FOSTER’S CONFERENCE ON SILVER, 


He Is Believed to Have Informally Dis- 
cussed It with ¢ hancellor Goschen. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 15.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary Foster's return is awaited with 
great interest in Washingtor. Private ad- 
vices are that, while the Secretary’s improve- 
ment in health was not so marked as the ca- 
ble dispatches stated, the trip abroad really 
did tim good.

conference, this was asking a little too 
much. Nobody supposed that.Great Britain 
would go into a monetary conference with 
any notion of giving up its gold standard. 
But it might find it to the advantage of the 
Indian Empire to provide by international 
agreement for a more liberal use of silver. 
It is expected that the Spree will reach New 
York, with Secretary Foster on board. 
Wednesday afternoon. Acting Secretary 
Spaulding, Private Secretary Wynn, Chief 
Clerk Stock, and some of the customs officials 
in New York will run down the bay in a rev- 
enue cutter to meet him.

FARMER HBATCH’S ANTI-OPTION BILL. 


Will Be Modified and Reported Late This 
Month—No Action Until May. 
Wasuixeton, D. C., March 15.—/ Special. ]— 
Farmer Hatch expects to return to the city to- 
morrow. If he gets back in time he will have 
a meeting of his Committee on Agriculture to 
consider the Anti-Option bill. He thinks a 
week or ten days will be long enough for the 
committee to pass on the bill. The only sec- 
tions which will take any time are those de- 
fining options. It is here that the distinctions 
between legitimate dealings in futures and 
gambling in options must be drawn. The 
sections fixing the amounts of the licenges to

RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE CHANGES, 


Clerks to Be Reclassified into Seven Grades 
Instead of Five. 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 15.—[Special. ]— 
The committee which the railway mail clerks 
have had in Washington to push their bill for 
reclassifying and reorganizing the service has 
succeeded in getting a favorable report from 
thé House Committee on Postoffices. The re- 
port says: 

The bill is intended to rearrange and improve 
the railway mail service so that the compensation 
may be proportionate to the work performed. It 
reclassifies the service into seven grades, instead 
of five, and fixes the maximum salary in each 
grade. The maximum salary of the first grade 
under the bill will remain the same as at present 
fixed by law. The maximum fixed in each of the 
other grades is $100 above the present maximum, 
except the third grade. which is increased $200. 
The eral Superintendent of the railway mail 
service and the Postmaster-General concur in 
recOmmending the passage of such a measure. 

In a letter to the committee the Postmaster- 
General estimates the maximum annual ex- 
penditure under the law at $350,000.

Only ‘Two: Received; and One of Those 
Withdrawn Just as It Was Being 
Opened—Figures Indicating That It, 
Althopgh the Lower of the Two, Was 
Extraordinarily High—The Baltimore 
and Ohio Road Laying Its Tracks to the 
Grounds—Other World’s Fair News. 


Exposition officials are not satisfied with the 
bids offered by electric companies which have 
been asked to bid on furnishing 5,000 arc 
lamps for the illumination of the buildings 
and grounds at Jackson, Park, and the Com- 
mittee on Grounds and Buildings at its meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon rejected the bids sent 
u. for furnishing the light indicated and de- 
cided to advertise anew for propositions for 
supplying the necessary arc lights, 

Some time ago Chief of Construction Burn- 
ham odvertised for bids for furnishing 5,000 
arc lamps to be used about the grounds and 
buildings. As there are a great many electric 
concerns in this country he expected a large 
number of bids. Yesterday afternoon, how- 
ever, when he opened the iron box in which 
the bids had been placed he found only two. 
One was by the Thomson-Houston company 
of Chicago and the other was submitted by 
the Western Electric company of 
Chicago. Assistant Chief of. Construc- 
tion Graham had opened the Thowson- 
Houston bid and had cut the envelope 
of the — * was — by a 
messenger boy with an which note request- 
ed that the bid of the Western Elbetrio = com- 
pany be withdrawn. Mr. Graham and Elec- 
trical Engineer Sargent, recognizing that the 
leading electrical firms of the country were 
united in a sort of trust, the pripcipal outsider 
being the Western Electric company, declined 
to act on the message. They were of the 
opinion that an agreement had been reached 
between the antagonistic bidders, and besides 
they considered it too late for withdrawal of a 
bid. he representative of the Thomson- 
Houston company, who was present, was 
earnest in his protestations that the bid of the 
rival tirm should not be opened.

The specifications under which these pro- 
posals for lighting were made ask for ap- 
paratus only. The bidders are required to 
furnish nothing but the dynamos and the 
lamps, vith one or ‘wo attendants, The 120 
miles of wiring which will be necessary will 
be furnished by the Exposition company, as 
well as the labor required to install the 8 
mos and hang up the lamps. Further than 
this the bidders only lease their machinery. 
They do not sell it to the Exposition company, 
but at the close of the six months of the Fair 
the apparatus will be returned to the bidders. 
An electrical engineer estimated yesterday 
that the entire first cost of the necessary plant, 
including dynainos, wires, and lamps, would, 
if the machinery were purchased outright, be 
approximately $225,000. He also estimated 
that the depretiation in value of plant 
used on the grounds would in the course of 
six months’ service be little more than 10 per 
cent of the cost price, 

“The use which the Ex 
would get out of the machinery,” said he, 
would be about sufficient to put the ap- 
paratus in workingorder. With a little burn- 
a and repainting the machinery would, at 
the close of the Fair, be better than new, inas- 
much as its workipg parts and general ca- 
pacity would have been tested. 

Taking the engineer’s tigures of $225,000 for 
the cost of the plant, and deducting therefrom 
10 per cent, or $2,250 for depreciation in 
value, there remains $222,750 as the value of 
the apparatus after the close of the Exposi- 
tion.

NOW LAYING ITS NEW TRACKS, 


The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Begins 
Work Along Seinp Avenue, 

The Baltimore and Ohio yesterday began 
laying a track from its old line by which it 
connected with the Illinois Central north on 
Seipp avenue.

The Baltimore and Ohio, which was enjoined 
from crossing the Illinois Central Saturday 
wants to cross at Sevehty-first street and 
Seipp avenue. At that very place the Illinois 
Central last week constructed a switch by 
whith its east-bound and west-béund tracks 
are connected. Why this particular place, 
being a street crossing, should be selected to 
make such a connection between the two 
tracks it is hard to see, Baltimore and Ohio 
officials claim, unless the Illinois Central 
people thought the switch would make it 
more difficult for the Baltimore and Ohio to

WILL BE A MODEL STATION. 


The Life Saving Equipment at Jackson 
Park Will Also Be Permanent. 

Wasuineoton, D. C., March 15.—[Special. ]— 
It has been decided by the Treasury Depart- 
ment that the life saving station to be estab- 
lished at Jackson Park for the World’s Fair 
shall be a permanent and model station, with 
all the necessary equipments such as are used 
at points on the sea coast and great lakes.

A Dying Scotchman’s Bequest for the Re- 
warding of His Faithful Slaves, 

ArLAxra, Ga., March 15.—[Special.]—Here 
is a story in which historical names are 
curiously interwoten with the life of the 
lowly. The records do not give the whole of 
the pathetic tale, but the inference is that 
when Archibald McLearn was dying on the 
Gowrie plantation on the Savannah River in 
1828 the faithful attendance of his negro 
slaves so won his affectionate gratitude that 
he sent a dying message to his brother John 
in Glasgow, ‘The m it seems, was car- 
ried across the water — delivered, for when 
Jonn MeLearn made his will six years later 
he left a bequest of $1,500 for those faithful 
negroes. Georgia trustees were appointed, 
but as the law of Georgia forbade the educa- 
tion of slaves they could not apply the bequest 
to the purpose of the testator and the trustees 
resigned.

Mead’s Bonds Found 

Among Its Asscts, 

Waupaca, Wis., March 15.—[Specia].]—The 
important evidence to be Jaid before the grand 
jury called to investigate the murder of 
Banker H. C. Mead is said to have been de- 
veloped througn the discovery ina Chicago 
bank, which failed a few months ago, of some 
of the bonds stolen from the Mead bank the 
night of the murder. The grand jury was 
called in the Circuit Court today, and Judge 
Webb charged them to fully investigate all 
the circumstances surrounding the Mead mur- 
der. 

The jury is a high-class one. Its members 
are: A. S. MacDonald, foreman; H. J. Teed, 
S. A. Phillips, Ele Hermann, C. O. Hellstead, 
I. Thorgon, L. F. Shoemaker, Hans Bentick, 
J. M. Ware, John MeFaull, James Stanfield, 
A. W. Jillson, A. P. Davis, John A. Stuart, G. 
A. Murray, H. J. Perkins and H. M. Darling. 

It is expected that they will be in session 
about ten days, as there are many witnesses 
to be examined. There is a general belief 
that this move is a step toward clearing up the 
Mead murder mystery. District-Attorney 
Guernsey stated that he expected a true bill. 

H. C. Mead was murdered in the office of his 
bank Oct. 7, 1882, and the crime has continued to 
be the subject of intense interest ever since, not 
only in Waupaca and that neighborhood but 
throughout a large portion of the State. 

Mead was 60 years old and a bachelor and 
shartly before midnight on the above-mentioned 
date wag shot dead while making up his accounts 
and the bank robbed of $4,000 in bonds and $1,100 
in cash. | His bank was a one-story frame bnild- 
ing and ived in a little room in the rear of it. 

After the discovery of the dead body, some hours 
after 2 — was committed, hints were given 
that no strangers committed the deed, and sus- 
picion ever since has upon certain leading 
citizens ‘of the place. Rewards were offered for 
information that would lead to the detection of 
the criminals, and grand juries and detect- 
ives inyestigated the case, but nothing 
was defigitely enough established to fix the crime 
or responsibility. Those who were believed to 
have knewle of the murderers were, it -has 
been sail. bought to keep silence, or were sent 
out of town. The suspected parties and their 
friends .were rich and infiuential, and all ef-
